TANGER. 



Sir, 

TANGER (of which you command 
an Account ) was of old fo various in 
her fortunes, that Hiftory fcarce knows 
in what (hape to draw her Pifture. And 
whether it happen from the early and 
frequent change ofherlnhaoitants,or from the want of 
Records, or from her own great Antiquity, Hiftorians 
feem at a (land to give a clear account of hetGenealogie. 
Procofim defarienfis derives her Pedigree from the 
rhojhicians , afcriSing to that antient People the Ho- 
nour of her foundation. But that inquilitive Anti- 
quary had no furer ground for this Conjecture, than 
thetwofufpefted Pillars, found out not far from Tan- 
ger , which in Phoenician Characters are faid to have 
an Infcription to this purpofe : Nos fugimus a facie 
Jofu<e filii Nave. Others again are of opinion that the 
Pofterity of Phut, the Son of Chaw, were the firft In- 
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habitant, of this City and Country, becaufe there » a

treated off by the Fortuguezes : In whofe pofTeflion (to 
the envy and anger of Spain ) Tanger continued, till 
it became Engliffj. The circumftances of which Al- 
teration are fowell known, that it were fuperfluous to 
relate them. 

The Earl of Peterborough ( her firft Englifh Gover- 
nour ) after fbme eafie oppofitions, having taken pof- 
feflion of Tanger , met with difficulties on all hands : 
The Moors grew jealous of their new Neighbours, 
chiefly becaufe they were more numerous than their 
old, and their valour more renown'd. Gayland (chief 
Governour of the adjacent Country ) though at firft 
he entertained the Earl with overtures of Peace , yet 
he took all occafions to try the Englifh metal. Several 
times he encountred,and overcame fome of our unwary 
parties^ which gave no left difcouragement to ours,than 
heart to his own Souldiers. But to (hew how things 
thrived under that Noble Perfonage the E.of P.is not the 
defigne of this Paper. But yet the face of affairs was 
not of the beft complexion, if you will believe a Let- 
ter at that time writ to England, telling us, That the 
Souldiers were eaten up of wants, cowed with their 
frequent misfortunes , poiTeffed with an opinion the 
Moor was invincible : that nothing was fo terrible to 
them as an Alheic and Cymiter : that the Gates had 
been for a long time lockt up, &c. Victuals, Clothes, 
&c. fcarce, and even not to be had, &c. But what 
relates to the firft condition of Tanger , upon its be- 
coming Englifh, I leave you to colled): out of the Nar- 
rative ( youdefire) of the Earl of Tiveot 5 in which, 
11 I exceed the Laws of Lettering, your command is 
my Apology, 

The Earl of Tiveot, upon the leaving of Dunkirk 

where he had been. Governour , was by his Majefty 
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appointed to go in the ; fame sCharafter to ganger 3 
where he arrived JV%rthe firft, 1663. and forgetting 
the wearifomnefs of a tedious Voyage, and waving the 
Ceremonies of Reception, the afternoon of his arrival 
he fpent in viewing the fares of Proviftons. How he 
found them, need not be mentioned 5 for the hungry 
looks of the Souldiers, and their.exclamations for Pinch- 
cut-money (that was the word ) declared, that Tan- 
%er for a longtime had kept a niggardly houfe* and 
that either her Plenty or Liberality had been but lit- 
tle 

But the provident Earl(remembring how thzHeduans 
negligence to bring in Com for the relief of the Ro- 
man Army, had like to have cafoCafir his fortunes a- 
gainft the Helvetians) had made preventions of the 
like mifchief* and fo ordered things, that ranger 
(hould ftill be provided with luch conhderable abun- 
dance as that an ordinary accident (hould not reduce 
her to want. Which careful forefight nothing could 
hinder from being effeftual, but the negligence of the 
Victuallers. I examine not the ftate of other Stores * 
vet however he found them, his care was to make them 
rich And other Commodities which were fcarce. to 
be purchafed at any rate, were within a (hort fpace 
•ifter his arrival to be had at very confiderable prices. 

Every day brought the Earl new troubles 3 and the 
more he confider'd, the more he apprehended the 
hardftlipsofhis New Province, j which made him often 
proteft That if he had forefeen what he was to en- 
counter, nothing buttheCom/nand of his Prince could 
have obliged him to an undertaking wherein he was to 
wear out the remains of his ftrength and age in that 
thanklefs Office, the mending^ faults. 

He that has feen what difficulties accompany the 

reftaa. 



reftauration of a body to ftrength, and to fecure it 
from relapfing, after fome emacerating difeafe has re- 
duced it to a fort of breathing S kplet on 3 how every 
ftone muft be cut and meafured , hewn and polifhr, 
that goes to mend thofe decays of Nature 3 and how 
at hift any little miftake may pull down what has fo 
long been a patching 3 he may by fome faint refem- 
blance be able to conjecture how much watchfulnefs 
and induftry wasneceffary to recover the health of a 
body Military, whofe belly was fhrivel'd with hunger, 
hands nafty with idlenefs, and whofe very heart was 
broken with ill fuccefs. Befides, who knows not but 
that after-games in Courage, are as dangerous as thofe in 
Reputation .«? 

Such was the condition of ranger, that it would 
fcarce admit of confutation 5 fomething was inftantly 
to be done. And the Ear],who had rack time for his 
Motto, would not fuffer a minute thereof to flip 
through his fingers, or the lead: opportunity to be 
eaten up of delay. Dangers appeared on all hands 3 
nought heard of but Anakjnts 3 and fome, either to 
diflemble their own Cowardife, or to difheartcn the 
prefent Undertaking, as likely todifparage former pro- 
ceedtng«, preadi'd up the Moors Valour as uncontrou- 
lable, and that their cunning was beyond defeat. O- 
thers, who rather wifht the Earl's fafety than his ho- 
nour, and loved riveot better than the General, ftroogly 
diflwaded him from going out of the Gates : And 
others again prophefied his coming fhort home, if he 
ventured far abroad: Moll: thought the City in no ft- 
cunty but under Lock and Key 3 and as men fallen in 
love with their prifon^ nothing by them (eemed fo 
much feared as enlargement. 
The Earl gave every ftory the patience of his ear, 

and 



and without betraying the leal): token of daring confi- 
dence, or drooping defpair, he began gently to compofe 
the affairs of the Garrifbrr: Firft he viewed the num- 
ber of his Forces, which with 400 Recruits brought 
with him , would not amount to the number which 
the Mujier- rolls had promifed in England. A thing 
that coft the Earl no (mall refentment, who knew the 
dangers of falfe Mufters, efpecially where there was no 
Fortifications but Men, 

The fecond day after his arrival , he reduced the 
Irifti Regiments into one, and took care to tranfport 
the Reformed, having firft difcharged their Arrears : 
His next a& of Juftice ( for the former was no left to 
hi« Ma jetty's fervice ) he open'd the City- gates, and 
in perfon all alone took a view of the ground next the 
Walls, marking the beft Grafs for HUy, and the fitteft 
places to eflhy a Fortification: whence he return'd 
fafe with this intelligence, That nothing but Sweat and 
Bloud was to water his Laurels ; that he was to pro- 
ceed with the indufiry of the Ox , and not with the 
force of the Lion. The Horfe he commanded out to 
forage 3 letting others to mow and make Hay 3 where- 
by the want of that provifion was quickly well iup« 
plied, and alfo many places made bare, which by tall* 
nef6 of the Graft made them more convenient for the 
Enemies Ambufh. 

The fourth day after his arrival, having reduced the 
Englifh Foot to one Regiment, he marcht them out of 
the Gates. 

Upon the fifth, being Tuefday (a day anfpictous to 
the Earl, and folemn to his entrance upon any confi- 
derable affair ) he began a little Redoubt in a place 
where the Enemy uled to lay their Ambufh, and from 
whence they might command fbrae part of the Gity- 

Walls, 
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Walls. This Redoubt proceeded fo well, that within 
few days it was finifhed , with Lines and Trenches. 
In the mean time the Earl in perfbn every night laid' 
Terdues to prevent Surprifals 3 it being the Moors cu- 
ftom to plant their Ambufcade a little before day. And 
now began the Garrifon to expreft their refolution and 
courage in undergoing the difficulties and hardfhips 
of Military Difcipline, not fainting under the tedious 
travels which attend great and warlike defigns, until 
the Earl had finifhed five Redoubts, and forced Gay- 
land into a Truce. 

The Roman Empire (faith Appian ) was raifed to 
its greatnefs, not by fortune, or good luck, but by 
Valour, patience of want and hardlhip : And Tanger 
could not have arrived at that State in which Tiveot left 
it, but by Sweat and Watchfulnefs, without yielding 
to danger, or giving place to Fafe. The generous di- 
ligence of his officers and others, did much alleviate 
the Earl's Travels : for they difputed not his Orders, 
but evenfeem'd to flatter him in an emulous execu- 
tion of his Commands, ever praifing their happineft to 
ferve under a General, who wanted neither Wifdom 
nor Juftice, to value and reward their Merits. 

The firft Redoubt being finifhed, about the 7th of 
June, the Earl laid the foundation of a fecond, more 
confiderable for Size, Scituation, and Strength, than 
the former. In the building of this, he was dayly in- 
terrupted by the Moors, who meeting in Patties, gave 
continual Alarms. And it conduced not a little to 
the Earls fucceft in thefe firft Ellays, that Gay land was 
marcht (with the main Body of his Army) againft 
Saly, which as yet was under the command of Abdalla 
EbnMahnmedEbnAbebek$r,vx\\&x\y called the Saint. 
But being advifed of what was doing in the Fields of 

Tan- 
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Tangcr, Gaytand marchtback in great ha fte, and with 
all the Forces he could raife, advanced toward the 
Earl, who upon June 15. was luckily informed there- 
of by a Negro 5 who running away from Gayland, 
made Tanger his Sanctuary. The Negro's Ty dings of 
Gayland's being in the neighbouring Woods and Val- 
lies with his whole Army, was the next day confirm'd 
by another Moor. Whereupon the General order'd 
his affairs accordingly, and put himfelf in fuch a po- 
ilure ay he judg'd fitteft to receive an Enemy, whom 
fuccefs had made confident and hardy. 

The next morning, being Sunday, the Earl ( contra- 
ry to his cuftom ) ftay'd from Church, in expectation 
of the Moors : But that fubtle wary people would not 
raife their Anjbufhes, laid clofe to our Lines, till they 
ftw our Referves drawn off. Nor was this done, till 
a Party of Horfe had firft difcover'd the Ground $ 
which returning, confidently affirm'd, No Enemy ipos 
within two miles of the City. The Earl ( trufting the 
Report) about midday retired to the upper Caftle* 
where he was no fooner enter'd, but the Moors, fwift 
and fudden as Lightning, were fallen upon our out- 
Guards, and begun to ftorm Pole-fort, then but half 
built 3 but it was fo bravely defended with Hand- 
Granadoes, that the Moors were foon forced to for- 
fake their Attempt. The ground about the faid Fort, 
and the feveral Avenues, were thick fown with Gal- 
traps 5 a Grain which feem'd the more ftrange to the 
ftioolefs Moors, in that they reapt it with their feet. 
TheGranadoes and Galtraps fo-cool'd their impetu- 
oufuefs, that they were wary for the future how they 
came near the Forts and Lines. In this firft Engage- 
ment with the Earl, the Enemy exprefs'd great Refo- 
lution and Courage. One of them ( a ftout brave 

fellow)

If my for- 
tune give me the like occafion , / will repay it with Iu- 
tereft. 

As to a Peace and good Correfpondence between the 
King my Mafler and your Excellency, there wants no- 
thing but a difpofttion on your Excellencies part to have 
it ejfe&ed. And if your Excellency defre, I will j end 
you Perfonspt to Treat about it. God preferveyour Ex- 
cellency many and happy years.

But thefe Overtures of Friendlhip paufiag a while, 
the Earl in the interim (with (ignal diligence) purfaed 
the Building of Forts. The time he could fpare from 
being in perfbn at that work, he fpent in fetling and 
compofing things belonging to the Town and Port. All 
emergent differences he decided according to their 
frefh Circumftances 5 which he did with fuch (peed, 
that Contefts were as foon ended as known $ and 
with fuch general fatisfa&ion , that none difgufted his 
Decifions^fave (bme humourfome Palates, which could 
relifh nothing but what they cooked themfelves. But 
the Earl was not much moved with fuch Carriage 3 
C 2 though 
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though he would foon refent their dif- ingenuity, whom 
he faw ready to contradift what was apparently jult, 
becaufe it futed not with their Caprices. 

And ere I go further, give me leave toftepback to 
June the 5th, to acquaint you how at that time Two 
Mefengers came from Saly ., fent by the Saint to con- 
gratulate the Earls coming to Tangcr^nd tofbllicite his 
affiftance in relieving the Cattle of Saly , reduced to a 
want of all forts of Provifions 3 and to fettle a fair 
Correfpondence. Oneofthefe Meflengers was a French 
Renegado, of a facetious humour, and quick appre. 
henfion 3 the other a ftricl: zealous Moor, of a grave 
and referved Carriage , and of a very obliging Con- 
verfation. The fuccefs of the Earl againft their Ene- 
my Gay land, gave thefe Meflengers caufeof great joy. 
The ferious Moor would often rebuke the Earl for ex- 
pofing his perfon to fuch evident hazards. After fe- 
veral days friendly Entertainment 3 at their requeft, he 
fent them back in a Ship of his own, appointing feveral 
Gentlemen to wait upon them to the Saint 3 To whom 
he made fuch Prefents as he judged mod fuitable to his 
want. How much the Saint was delighted with the 
Earls generoufnefs, both toward his Embaffadours and 
himfelf, you may perceive from this enfuing Letter, 
Englifhed out of Arabique.

To advifeus of your abundant love , and efpecially 
generoffty, there came to us the worthy Gentlemen your 
Servants in their Ship , with the Honourable Commit 
ders ofitjhe Conful and the Captained they behaved 
themfelves amongfi us like Men , touching your com- 
mand which they obferved, and accomplijhedourdefires' 
according as we expetfed in the going forth of our Men 
they returning home to us in health and fafety 3 f thtt 
we now re-enjoy their company according to the be if of 
our wijlies. And let Godin our jiead largely reward and 
recompence you, who have fo highly obliged us herein 

Tour Mejfengers ftaidwith us for fome days , till we 
had perjormed fome of their deffres 3 fi that we fend 
along with them two excellent Horfes , and of the bed- 
fort that hath been in our time, one whereof was for 
our own Riding, and the other is of the fame breed ; 
hkew'f* forty good choice Beafls, both Built and Cows 
and aflock^of about fourfcoreShcep^as a Vrefentto your 
Excelleney, which out of your Grace and Favour wed e . 
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fire you would vouchfafe to accept from us. For the de- 
fer ts and merits of your Honour , God alone canrc- 

tompencc. /.'./. i 

We gave alfo to your Legates two fpccialHorfes, and 
a ftw Cattle as the time permitted , and they likewife 
bought fome Horfes as the timeferved, and then depar- 
ted from us well contented. But we are always with 
you in that inviolable love and friendfhi[ >, which nei- 
ther di fiance of place , nor length of time Jhall ever 
dijfolve. -And as for our Country Raibary (bleffed be 
Cod) all of it that is Loyal , and in Obedience to us, 
whether Mountains, rlains, or Cities , you have free 
paffage into them in Love and Friendfhip , to Converfe 
and Trade as you plcafc, and to manage all your affairs. 
And this will be of great advantage unto us ,if it pleafe 
God we live, and the General take the Caftle of the 
Port Town, and the Rebels return wholly to their Obedi- 
ence, and then youfl)all not apologize for «f, or excufe 
us in any Service we can do you. But we requeftyou to 
excufe us atprefent, as to the reft of your deftres > being 
ajfured that we ceafe not to encounter and fight thofe 
Enemies which have broken Covenant with us , that fo 
they may fhortly (if God pleafe) return to their Alle- 
giance. 

And we intreatyonto grant our Servants the Inhabi- 
tants of the Port , your beft ajfijiance in what ever they 
fiiallneed of your help andfupply. And whatfoever of 
our Contorts full come to you, we befeech younot to be 
wanting in your care towards them. 

But the moft earn eft and important buftnefs which con- 
cerns us to mention to you is, for a great ship to lye at the 
Port between us and the Enemy, on purpofe to cut off all 
Relief by shipping from the Enemy : and pray let it he 
haftened,with itsFraught,Provifion,and all othernecefia- 

ries* 
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ries. This is our chief bufinefs, which we intreat you 
to accompliJI) , according to our deffres. And any of 
your Ships that full come to this Port, Jtiall drive away 
whatfoever Merchant-fiiips they find there , and feize 
their Goods. For the only thing we are wanting in , 
and in need of ajfiflance , is this buftnefs of the Mer- 
chants. Thus we have given you the full of our dc fires 
in what we have written. And let God accomplijh all 

your defires. FareweL

The Superfcription, 

To the Chief of the Nobles , Lord and Governour of 

Tanger, the Earl Tiveot, whom God preferve. 

The Earl divided himfelf between the Affairs of 
the Town and Camp , acting in the one a Judge, in the 
other a Captain. Every day brought him from Gay- 
land a Prefent or an Ambujl) } and a mid ft the little 
TruceSjhe ftill made himfelf fitter for War. There ap- 
peared betwixt him and Gayland a fort of Amicable 
Hoftility 3 and it was eafie to conjec"rure,that nothing 
but the want of a handjome referve of Honour , kept 
them from contra&ing a Friendfhip. And though the 
ftripes both each day received , prepared them more 
and more for a complyance, yet that which haftned 
Gayland thereunto , was the Earls fuccels on July the 
1 6th, which was thus: 

The Earl having at the utmoft Lines placed a (St. 
Malos) Guard of Dogs 5 upon Wednefday about two 
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a clock i'n the morning, 'July 1 5. 1663. they difcove- 
red an Arnbulh of the Enemies Horfe. Upon notice 
whereof, all the Troopers were ordered to Mount : 
Eight of which the Earl commanded to ride directly 
to the place of Ambufh 5 himfelf v with thertft being 
dole by to (uccour them. But it Co happened, that 
the Moors finding themfelves difcovered, were already 
upon the march , and with an undaunted refolntion 
Charged the Earl. The Engagement was very (harp 5 
and had doubtlefs proved very bloody , if both fides 
had not willingly parted upon the appearance of the 
Morefco Foot 5 who alarm'd with the- noife of this 
Combate , came down in great Numbers from the 
Neighbouring Hills. Upon this the Earl Retreated,and 
in all haft Man'd the five Forts he had ere&ed , furni- 
(hing them with Provifions $ and commanded the 
Horfe to Embody within the Lines, and to be ready to 
(uccour the Forts irwcafe they (hould be Attack*. 

The Enemy prelently polled themfelves. Thofe that 
came againft the upper Cafile, having the advantage 
of a Wefterly wind, ftt the grafs on fire, already fcorcht 
with the Sun 5 thefmoakor which , feconded with a 
Mift from the Sea , hiadred the playing of our Great- 
guns 3 and gave the Moors opportunity to advance un- 
seen, within Musket (hot of thb Walls.

About fix at night their 
whole Army drew off, and after a Confutation of the 
chief Officers, Gay Und inftantly fcnt his Treafurer with 
a White Bandrol, offering terms of Peace. The Treafu- 
rer having (according to their manner) in very few 
words delivered his Mejfagc, prefently returned, pfo-

He fpoke highly in his Matters behalf, and in 
a braving Language Heftor'd the Earl fo loudly with 
Gaylands Greatnefs and PuifTance, that he was forced 
at laft to bid him tell his Mighty Matter, that if he 
came within his Lines, he would fend .him to beg par* 
don for his Trefpafs of the King of Great Britain. 

The fifteen days granted Gayland for Confiiltation 
being ended, he fent a Son of the sheets of Hvjcra to 
Confer with the Earl , who told Kim* the Mahnmedan. 
Law forbad them to furTer tht Ckrifiian to ereft Forti- 
fications in their- Country 5 and thatiftfce Earl would 
not defift from that work , he wad not to expeft any 
longer continuance of the, Peace. To.which Meffige 

the Earl made no other reply,but that the. Sword (houJci 
decide whether M'ahutneds Law or his Matters Or- 
ders were more powerful : That he would neither take 
nor give Quarter .-That he would obferve every tittle 
of the Articles, and fo lay the breach of Peace at Gay- 
Unds door. , And fo the War was declared by beat of 
drum through the ftreets. ...'"' 

The next day the Earl fet upon Building of Fort- 
Charles, on the Hill neat the* Upper-Caflle* whofe 
Situation was advantageous, not only to fecurea con- 
fiderable quantity of ground for the fervice of the Gar- 
riion , bta alfo to difcover the Enemy at a great di- 
ftance. And if he had lived to compleat what he there

On the fecond 
davs Combat, <?ayland commanded his Standard to be 
fixed in the very Mouth of the Fort , and even dared 
the Earl to touch it. Andthe greateft part of theday 
being fpent in pelting at one another , intheEvening 
theEarl commanded a Squadron of Horfe to fetch off 
the flanting Standard * waiving bravely done it,ie 
was fet up upon the halfrBaftion: which was no fooner 
perceived by the Moors , but they immediately marcht 
off, feeming much perplexed at this difgrace. 

After this the Moors appeared no more, but in final-* 
ler Parties.On j^r^iaithe^rlwiAtoTioojjihad 
a fevere Encounter with fbme of their beftCavalry ? and 
was hard put to it to come of^with Honour^ On 
March -27, 1664. he counter-ambuOit a ftrong Party 
of Horfe] which was feconded with a Referve of 
Foot After a -ihort difpute the Moors ran, and were 
purfued by the Earl, until the W^oods and Rocks 
compelled him to defift. fi Two of their flam werd 
brought off, one of which had feveral thing* about 
him that fpake him to be a Verfon of Condition. This 
tppeneduponaSunday :L.A. Chaplain to the Gaiv
